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Deareat 

I again have an opportunity of dropping you a few 
lines to inform you that I am well and enjoying good health, 
honing at the same time that those few lines will find you 
and our dearest little one enjoying the best of health. 

We moved from Florence Alabama to Columbia Tennessee 
and there we found some Yanks. We skirmished and cannon- 
aded with them until we reached Franklin and there we had 
a very hard battle for the time we were engaged with them. 
I believe it was as hard a battle, if not harder, for the 
time we were engaged than i have ever experienced. We 
drove them fronrtwo of breatworks, but our loss was heavy. 
We killed and captured a great many yanks, considering the 
advantage the yanks had over us, and then they fell back 
to Nashville to their works. 

The loss in our company was Captain January, John 
Taylor, Mark Abbot, Captured, Hue Thompson and Frank Eve- 
rett were killed. Fate Dunlap was wounded. 

Company I loss: Killed was Parson Dickey and Sam 
Pierce, "caotain Binkley was wounded and Captain Jones was 
killed. Col. Wynon and Green Tinsley was captured, and 
General Gordan was captured also Col Mcgivny and Col, Rice 
was both wounded. Col wadkins is in charge of the Brigade* 
General Brora wounded, General Clabern was Killed. 

Cheatams Division charged the breast works on the 
left of the pike and Claburns Division charged them on the 
right and- we* suffered worse than any other part of the 
army, General Forrest holds Murfreesboro and the yanks 
hold the fort on the north side, of us its thought they 

- them very soon, its reported here that Chattanooga 

has been evacuated by the yanks'". We have had some very 
bad weather on this trip, The ground has been covered with 
a big sleet for the last 2 or three days and its almost 
dangerous to walk about over the sleet, and us soldiers 
with one blanket apiece suffers some a laying out here on 
the cold ground. 

I must bring my letter to a close for this is a verry 
cold day and we have orders to move,

John R. Graves was born in Abbeville District, South Caro- 
lina September 3, 1791; died in Madison County, Tennessee, 
May 22, 1859. Brother Graves came with his parents to 
Middle Tennessee in 1804, where he, in September 1811, was 
united in marriage to Miss Agness Noe; moved to Madison 
County, Tennessee some twenty or thirty years since. Bro- 
ther Graves was baptized by Rev. Learner Blackman, July 22, 
1811, and joined the Church as a seeker, August 1st of the 
same year, and was converted to God at a prayer meeting on 
the same night. He was no meager, dwarfish Christian, but 
was a warm-hearted earnest Christian. He loved God and 
loved the Church. He had a noble soul and endeavored to 
promote the interest of the Church in every way possible. 
He had served the Church as exhorter, leader, and steward 
for a number of years with fidelity and usefulness. — 

He was an ardent, earnest man: what he did, he did with all 
his might It was my privilege to see him repeatedly dur- 
ing the last winter and spring. I always found him in a 
happy frame of mind His disease was Dropsy. He had suf- 
fered much for the last eighteen months or two years, but 
was resigned and patiently bore his afflictions. He often 
spoke of his approaching dissolution, with that confidence 
in the truth and power of our holy religion, that only 
characterizes the true Christian. He was ready. He was 
a noble man, and the Church has lost a useful member. His 
family are bereaved indeed and the community has lost a 
valuable citizen. He leaves a wife, some eight children 
to mourn, and they mourn as those bereaved.
